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THROUGH AT HARLEM. 

The Illinois racing season of 1899 came to a 
close at Harlem Saturda} , and despite the fact 
that it was a raw, cold i fternoon and there was 
a snrety that the track wonld be a sea of mnd 
and slash, a big crowd was on hand to bid the 
course goodbye. 

As is always the case when the going is ex- 
tremely muddy, the sport was somewhat tame, 
but nevertheless out of the last race came a 
rousing finish that will long be remembered. 
It was between Tappan and David, and the 
former won the decision. 

That Tappan is as honest and as game as any 
horse that has performed on local tracks this 
season must be conceded. He has started 
oftener perhaps than any other horse and as a 
rule has always been inside the money. The 
scrubby looking gelding has changed hands 
numerous times, but this seemed to make no 
difference to bim and he has continued to plod 
along and alwajs did the best he could. 

Tappan’s win was sensational in more than 
one way. Besides standing a drive for three- 
eighths of a mile and winning the applause of 
those that like to see races for the sport theie 
is in it he also carried the bnnch of regulars 
over the bridge who bet on him to secure their 
getaway money. Conley was up on the geldiog 
and rode a good race. Old David got a dying 
start and cut out the running with Tappan lay- 
ing in a good position all the way. Bounding 
into the Btretch David had a commanding lead 
and seemed to ba going well in hand. About 
the eighth post, however, he began to wobble, 
and slowly but surely Tappan began to over- 
haul him. At about the sixteenth post Bigby, 
on David, drew his whip and under it the old 
horse swerved. This gave Conley and Tappan 
encouragement, and the pair, doing their best, 
struggled along gamely together and in the last 
stride got to and passed David, winning by a 
narrow margin. Tappan was always about 
3 to 1 and was heavily backed. 

Senator O’Brien had a winning streak, and 
during the day took a fortune out of the ring* 
He backed the mounts of his jockey, Vititoe, 
and the boy won foar consecutive races. 

On Fred Foster’s handsome filly, Peace, Viti- 
toe landed his first race. Peace was always 
about 2 to 1, and Mr. O’Brien won a swell bet on 
her. Vititoe got away in front, and there was 
never a stage of the journey when she did not 
hold the favorite, Harry Thoburn, and all the 
others safe. 

After Peace’s easy win came the Great Bend 
race, and at 2 to 1 Mr. O'Brien b)t $1,000, and 
he never had an uneasy moment during the 
race, as Vititoe took the “Bend boss” to the 
front early and made a runaway race of it, 
winning palled up by a half dozen lengths. 

After winning two bets the Senator felt confi- 
dent and he went to George Lee, with Vititoe 
up, hook, line and sinker. The race was at a 
mile and a qaarter and George Lee was at the 
juicy price of 44 to 1. George Lee is a slow be- 
ginner but he is a strong finisher and after lay- 
ing back in the ruck for about .three-quarters 
of a mile he began to work his way to the front 
and when beaded for home he was in the lead 
and stayed there to the end, winning with great 
ease. 

It was on Pay the Fiddler in the fifth event 
that Vititoe and O’Brien quit for the day. This 
gelding was backed from 3 to 1 down to 24 to 1, 
and after a fierce drive through the stretch 
beat Isabey. 

Volandies, long overdue and at the liberal 
price of 5 to 1, made a show of his field in the 
flist race. He got off in front and the farther 
fie went the greater he made his lead. 



Monday the racing scene shifts to Lakeside 
where everything is in first-class condition for 
the final fifteen days of racing around Chicago. 
Every stall at the track is filled and all avail- 
able stables on the outside have been engaged. 
The purses offered at Lakeside are $400 and 
better, and should there be a spell of good 
weather the racing at the Indiana track will 
be of the same high class that prevailed at 
Harlem and Hawthorne. 

CALIFORNIA’S FUTURITY. 

The California Jockey Club has decided to 
make a new departure in the line of establish- 
ing a fixed event of great value for two-year- 
olds. Concerning this new stake the San 
Francisco Chronicle says : 

“The Futurity to b 3 given by the California 
Jockey Club promises to be one of the sen- 
sational events of the American turf every year. 
The added money is to be $8,750, which is the 
amount added by the Coney Island Jockey Club 
The first California Futurity will be ran in 1901, 
and the conditions are very similar to the 
classic race decided in New York every year, 
except that cash payments will be exacted, so 
that forfeits will be entirely dispensed with. 
The breeders and owners throughout America 
will doubtless second the enterprise of the Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club by making Buch a big entry 
list that the first California Futurity will be 
worth $30,000 in gold coin. The distance iB to 
be six and a half furlongs, and will be ran every 
year in December. 

“The institution of this stake will bs hailed 
with interest by all turfmen in the country, and 
will be accepted as a valuable evidence of the 
permanence and stability of racing at San 
Francisco. It Bhould, ami no doubt will, re- 
ceive flattering entries from all sections, and 
will have a tendency to increase the number of 
turfmen from the east who are to annually take 
part in the winter campaign at the big coast 
city. This enterprising venture should be 
supplemented by a big stake for three- 
year-olds. With such a stake in addition 
to the proposed Futurity and the already es- 
tablished $10,000 Burns Handicap as attrac- 
tions, President Williams would, in the not far 
distant future, have as guest turfmen who up to 
this time have hardly even thought of racing 
their horses at San Francisco.” 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 



Charles F. Dwyer writes that the game is 
good on the other side of the water. The year- 
lings which he had purchased in Kentucky be- 
fore leaving for England arrived there safely 
and he expects to carry off some of the honors 
with them in the two year-old events next sea- 
son. A colt by Lamplighter and an Albert colt 
weathered the voyage well, and these two espe- 
cially are expected to make a fine showing. He 
says Riley Grannon has lost heavily, and will be 
a long time recovering himself, as he is only 
betting a hundred to a race where he formerly 
wagered thousands.— Morning Telegraph. 

A number of bookmakers and their clerks 
leave Sunday for Cincinnati to attend the New- 
port meeting. Amoig them are Pescb, McCall, 
Johnson, Slocum, Hughes, Laudeman, Zimmer, 
May and Austin. 

On pleas of guilty to the charge of conduct- 
ing poolrooms, eighteen Philadelphia book- 
makers were sentenced last Monday to pay a 
fine of $100 each and serve three months in 
prison. 

Bert Knapp has this early been engaged to 
ride Paddy Tomlinson’s crack colt, The Con- 
queror, in the Crescent City Derby next March.
